Since  1990,  many  of  the  industrialized  coun- 
tries have  been  experiencing  sluggish  growth 
and  even  recessions.  While  1992  and  1993 
are  expected  to  bring  improvements  in  growth 
rates,  the  strength  of  the  recovery  will  be 
modest. 

The  cyclical  downturn  that  Canada  experi- 
enced in  1990/91  (see  chart  at  right)  was 
exacerbated  by  a coincidental  need  for  a 
substantial  industrial  restructuring.  This  eco- 
nomic shake-up  occurred  primarily  in  the 
country’s  manufacturing  industrial  heartland 
of  central  Canada. 

The  Canadian  economy  is  now  recovering 
and  Canadian  competitiveness  is  being  re- 
stored, though  some  hurdles  must  be  over- 
come before  full  recovery  takes  effect.  For 
example,  the  unemployment  rate,  which  re- 
mains high  (1 1 percent  in  July  1 992),  must  be 
lowered  and  consumer  and  business  confi- 
dence must  be  boosted. 

Fortunately,  Alberta  was  only  moderately  af- 
fected by  the  recession;  it  did  not  experience 
a severe  recession  like  other  Canadian  prov- 
inces. Indeed,  in  1 990  and  in  1 991 , Alberta’s 
economy  expanded  by  a modest  0.5  per  cent, 
despite  some  adverse  developments.  Low 
natural  gas  and  oil  prices  led  to  reduced 
drilling  activity  and  a significant  number  of  lay- 
offs by  the  large  oil  companies.  Depressed 
prices  also  contributed  to  an  unexpectedly 
large  provincial  deficit  for  fiscal  1991/92. 

In  1992  and  in  1993,  Alberta  will  continue  to 
have  one  of  the  highest  rates  of  growth  among 
all  Canadian  provinces.  The  range  of  fore- 
casts for  the  province  are  for  growth  of  0.4  per 
cent  to  3.4  per  cent  in  1 992  and  3.0  per  cent 
to  4.2  per  cent  in  1993.

In  1990,  Alberta  was  the  only  province  to 
experience  an  annual  net  increase  in  the  total 
value  of  building  permits.  By  1 991 , the  reces- 
sion elsewhere  in  North  America  had  ad- 
versely impacted  Alberta,  and  the  total  value 
of  building  permits  dropped  by  12.5  per  cent 
(see  chart  at  right).  The  totals  for  Canada  and 
Ontario  were  also  down  for  1991. 

The  significant  increases  in  the  value  of  build- 
ing permits  for  Alberta  and  British  Columbia 
for  the  first  two  months  of  1 992  bode  well  for 
the  future.  Indeed,  according  to  Canada  Mort- 
gage and  Housing  Corporation,  the  outlook 
for  Alberta  is  favourable.  For  example,  hous- 
ing starts  are  forecast  to  increase  by  almost 
23  per  cent  in  1 992  and  another  5 per  cent  in 
1993. 


Alberta’s  population  growth  rate  remains  one 
of  the  highest  among  Canadian  provinces. 
During  the  last  three  years,  only  British  Co- 
lumbia has  consistently  had  a higher  growth 
rate  than  Alberta  (see  chart  at  left). 

The  composition  of  the  total  gain  is  interesting 
— in  1991,  70  per  cent  of  the  increase  was 
derived  from  births,  1 8 per  cent  from  interna- 
tional immigration  and  1 2 per  cent  from  other 
provinces.  During  the  past  several  years, 
Alberta  has  lost  population  to  British  Colum- 
bia (B.C.)  and  gained  from  all  other  provinces, 
primarily  Ontario  and  Saskatchewan.  Re- 
cently, there  have  been  decreases  in  the 
numbers  of  people  moving  to  Alberta  from 
other  provinces. 

As  of  April  1 , 1 992,  Alberta’s  total  population 
was  2.56  million.  It  is  expected  to  reach  al- 
most 2.60  million  by  the  end  of  1992.

Alberta  Research  Council 


The  Alberta  Research  Council  strives  to  be  a 
pacesetter  organization,  committed  to  scien- 
tific excellence  and  technology  transfer.  Sup- 
porting economic  development  in  Alberta 
through  the  application  of  science  and  tech- 
nology has  been  the  mandate  of  the  Re- 
search Council  since  its  establishment  in  1 921 . 

As  Alberta’s  central  research  and  develop- 
ment (R&D)  organization,  the  Research  Coun- 
cil is  carving  out  a leadership  role  in  the 
development  and  application  of  technology 
needed  in  the  global  marketplace.  The  orga- 
nization not  only  spans  industry,  government 
and  academia,  it  acts  as  an  effective  informa- 
tion gateway  and  technology  broker  at  the 
international  level.  By  reaching  beyond  the 
province  to  tap  international  expertise  and 
information,  the  Research  Council  brings  valu- 
able technology  to  Canadian  industry.  The 
Council  has  access  to  databases  worldwide 
and  links  through  other  research  institutes 
and  government  agencies  abroad. 

Facilities 

With  more  than  500  employees,  the  Research 
Council  offers  a diversified  range  of  scientific, 
engineering  and  technological  research  and 
testing  capabilities  in  nine  departments: 

• Advanced  Computing  and  Engineering. 
This  unit  has  established  the  largest  Cana- 
dian group  working  on  the  implementation 
of  knowledge-based  systems. 

• Alberta  Geological  Survey.  Its  work  is  inte- 
gral to  the  province’s  energy  and  mineral 
resource  development. 

• Biotechnology.  Located  in  the  main  labora- 
tories in  south  central  Edmonton,  this  de- 
partment operates  a 37,500  litre  capacity 
fermentation  and  scale-up  pilot  plant,  the 
only  one  of  its  type  in  Canada. 


• Coal  and  Hydrocarbon  Processing.  Situ- 
ated west  of  Edmonton,  this  department 
conducts  research  in  coal,  heavy  oil  up- 
grading, and  hydrogen  technology. 

• Electronics  Test  Centre.  This  centre  has 
captured  95  per  cent  of  the  Alberta  tele- 
communications and  electronics  testing 
market;  it  has  alfeo  attracted  a number  of 
international  clients. 

• Environmental  Research  and  Engineer- 
ing. This  unit  addresses  environmental 
concerns,  such  as  soil  remediation,  ground- 
water  contamination,  land  reclamation  and 
industrial  waste  management. 

• Forestry.  This  department  provides  Alberta 
mill  operators  with  a range  of  testing  and 
scale-up  capabilities  for  wood  products.  It 
has  acquired  a hot  press  unique  to  North 
America. 

• Manufacturing  Technologies.  This  group 
offers  an  assortment  of  product  develop- 
ment, testing  and  manufacturing  assistance 
to  Alberta  industry. 

• Oil  Sands  and  Hydrocarbon  Recovery. 
Located  in  northeast  Edmonton,  this  world 
renowned  facility  conducts  research,  in- 
cluding thermal  heavy  oil  and  enhanced 
recovery  investigations. 

Partnerships 

In  1991,  the  Research  Council  launched  its 

corporate  plan,  “A  Vision  to  the  Year  2000,” 
which  incorporates  strategies  that  will  take 
the  corporation  into  the  21st  century.  One 
strategy  is  to  form  effective  partnerships  and 

alliances  with  the  private  sector. 

More  than  40  companies  have  shared  in  Joint 
Research  Venture  projects,  a highly  success- 
ful program.  For  nearly  a decade,  this  50/50 
sharing  of  resources  and  matching  dollars 
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has  offered  small  and  medium-sized  Alberta 
companies  the  opportunity  to  develop  and 
refine  products  and  processes  for  the  market- 
place. 

Examples  of  successful  ventures  include; 

• A Calgary-based  residential  window  manu- 
facturer whose  manufacturing  process  was 
changed  from  a batch  system  to  a flow- 
through system.  This  Engineering  Services 
Group’s  project  (of  the  Manufacturing  T ech- 
nologies  Department)  allowed  the  com- 
pany to  double  the  value  of  its  sales  and  to 
penetrate  the  Japanese  market. 

• The  creation  of  a unique  pipeline  monitor- 
ing technology  which  has  penetrated  pipe- 
line inspection  markets  from  Norway  to 
Thailand. 

• The  development  of  ceramic  plates  by  a 
Calgary  entrepreneur  that  are  used  in  hard 
armour  systems,  as  a spin-off  from  work  on 
a different  project  with  the  Research  Coun- 
cil. This  product  has  been  sold  in  Canada, 
the  U.K.,  the  U.S.  and  Australia. 

Cooperative  undertakings  are  becoming  in- 
creasingly necessary  in  a world  of  multifac- 
eted and  more  complex  projects.  Through 
networking  and  collaborative  partnerships  with 
other  research  organizations,  governments 
departments,  international  R&D  alliances  and 
consortia,  the  Research  Council  is  able  to 
extend  access  to  enormous  technological  re- 
sources. 

For  example,  the  Research  Council  is  afound- 
ing  member  of  PRECARN,  a Canadian  pre- 
competitive  consortium  designed  to 
encourage  the  development  of  applied  re- 
search and  a member  of  APRO  — the  Cana- 
dian Technology  Network  (an  association  of 
provincial  research  organizations).  In  addi- 


tion, joint  projects  are  underway  with 
Eniricerche,  an  Italian  research  organization. 
On  the  other  side  of  the  world,  the  ARC  is 
expanding  its  activity  in  materials  science  with 
the  National  Chemical  Laboratory  for  Industry 
in  Japan,  and  in  energy  research  at  the 
Heilongjiang  Academy  of  Sciences,  China.  In 
Canada,  the  Research  Council  and  Forinteck 
Canada  Corporation  are  pooling  their  re- 
sources for  R&D  in  wood  composites. 

In  subcontracting  arrangements,  the  Research 
Council  is  able  to  act  as  the  subcontractor  to 
firms  bidding  on  national  and  international 
R&D  contracts.  The  Research  Council  con- 
tracts to  the  private  sector  or  specialized 
research  teams  in  Alberta’s  post  secondary 
institutions.  As  for  federal  government  con- 
tracts, the  Research  Council  is  qualified  to  act 
as  the  prime  contractor  for  the  Department  of 
Supply  and  Services,  provided  that  55  per 
cent  of  the  work  is  subcontracted  to  the  pri- 
vate sector. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  Research  Coun- 
cil has  a commitment  and  clear  guidelines  to 
ensure  that  it  does  not  compete  unfairly  with 
the  private  sector.

University  of  Alberta 


Located  in  Edmonton,  the  University  of  Al- 
berta is  the  second  largest  university  in 
Canada.  With  seventeen  facilities  comprising 
more  than  90  academic  departments,  an  aca- 
demic staff  of  almost  2200,  a support  staff  of 
about  3500  and  a student  body  of  around 
30,000,  the  University  is  a major  national  and 
international  teaching  and  research  centre. 
There  are  more  than  80  research  centres  and 
institutes  on  campus  and  more  than  25  com- 
panies have  been  created  as  a result  of  re- 
search. 

In  1991/92,  the  University  of  Alberta  faculty, 
many  of  them  world  renowned,  conducted 
more  than  $85  million  in  research  through 
grants  and  contracts.  Much  of  their  work  has 
commercialization  potential,  providing  new 
technologies,  processes  or  products.  Over 
the  years,  a large  number  of  technologies  and 
processes  developed  at  the  University  has 
been  licensed  or  commercialized  success- 
fully at  the  local,  national  and  international 
levels. 

The  transfer  of  intellectual  property  is  now  an 
integral  part  of  the  overall  function  of  the 
University,  under  the  aegis  of  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent (Research).  In  July  1 990,  the  Intellectual 
Property  and  Contracts  (I PC)  Office  was  es- 
tablished. This  office  facilitates  the  transfer  of 
University  developed  intellectual  property  to 
outside  organizations.  Through  the  IPC  Of- 
fice, an  organization  may  acquire  new  tech- 
nology (through  licensing),  develop  new 
technology  (contract  research),  and  obtain 
technological  support  (service  contract).  T ech- 
nology  Management  Officers  focus  on  three 
broad  areas:  Health  Sciences;  Agriculture 
and  Biological  Sciences;  and  Engineering 
and  Physical  Sciences,  as  well  as  software 
licensing. 


Some  of  the  University’s  major  research  cen- 
tres and  spin-off  companies  include: 

Alberta  Microelectronic  Centre  — located 
on  campus,  the  AMC  specializes  in  the  design 
and  fabrication  of  microelectronic  components, 
working  closely  with  industry. 

Biomira  Inc.  — a publicly  traded  company 
(North  America  and  Toronto  Stock  Ex- 
changes), Biomira  is  involved  in  research, 
development  and  marketing  of  devices  for 
diagnosing,  monitoring  and  treating  cancer.  A 
number  of  its  products  are  on  the  market. 

Centre  for  Frontier  Engineering  Research 

— C-FER  performs  innovative  research  and 
development  of  technologies  related  to  the 
development  of  Canadian  resources,  espe- 
cially in  off-shore  and  marine  technology, 
downhole  technology,  product  application  and 
development,  and  materials  and  manufactur- 
ing technology.  C-FER  occupies  a state-of- 
the-artfacility  in  the  Edmonton  Research  Park. 

SPI  Synthetic  Peptides  Incorporated  — 

located  on  campus,  this  company  focuses  on 
research,  development  and  commercializa- 
tion of  clinical  diagnostics,  peptide-based  syn- 
thetic vaccines  and  antibody  therapeutics. 

SynPhar  Laboratories  Incorporated  — 

wholly  owned  by  Taiho  Pharmaceutical  of 
Tokyo,  SynPhar  Laboratories  uses  University 
technologies  and  personnel  in  the  research 
and  development  of  novel  drugs,  particularly 
for  cancer  and  infectious  diseases.  A formal 
affiliation  between  SynPhar  and  the  Univer- 
sity is  the  first  of  its  type  involving  a Canadian 
university.  It  facilitates  an  interchange  of  Uni- 
versity faculty  and  graduate  students  with 
Taiho’s  research  laboratories  and  research- 
ers. It  also  provides  SynPhar  researchers 
with  an  opportunity  to  teach  and  to  do  re- 
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search  in  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy  and  Phar- 
maceutical Science  at  the  University. 

Telecommunications  Research  Laborato- 
ries (TRLabs)  — this  not-for-profit  company 
is  a nationally  recognized  model  of  govern- 
ment, industry  and  university  collaboration  in 
the  field  of  telecommunications  research  and 
development.  Wholly-owned  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  Alberta,  the  company  also  has  active 
relationships  with  the  universities  of  Calgary 
and  Saskatchewan,  a number  of  major  tele- 
communications corporations  (including  Bell 
Northern  Research,  Telus  Corporation,  LSI 
Logic,  and  Edmonton  Telephones),  and  the 
Alberta  and  Saskatchewan  governments. 

In  addition  to  these  companies  and  centres, 
with  which  the  IPC  Office  maintains  close 
liaison,  the  University  has  a number  of  prom- 
ising technologies  and  processes  available 
for  licensing.  As  noted,  the  major  intellectual 
property  areas  are; 

• health  sciences  (human  health  care  and 
pharmaceutical); 


• agriculture  and  biological  sciences  (food 
science,  zoology,  botany,  animal  science); 

• engineering  and  physical  sciences  (com- 
puting science,  chemistry,  electrical,  me- 
chanical, petroleum  and  mineral 
engineering,  physics  and  environmental 
research)  and  computer  software  and  learn- 
ing devices.

ACTC  Technologies  Inc.  — Situated  for  Success 
in  a Changing  Computer  Systems  Environment 


ACTC  Technologies  Inc.,  a Calgary-based 
custom  software  development  company  with 
a worldwide  scope,  is  looking  to  establish  a 
strategic  alliance  to  market  and  develop  both 
software  and  hardware. 

From  their  27,500  square  foot  facility  — a fully 
developed  space  that  features  a 4,000  square 
foot  computer  room  with  over  $7  million  worth 
of  computers  and  data  communication  hard- 
ware — ACTC  provides  software  engineering 
services  in  the  following  three  markets: 

• Maintenance  and  customer  support  of  pro- 
prietary operating  systems  for  major  com- 
puting companies. 

• Migration  assistance  from  proprietary  sys- 
tems to  open  systems  for  customers  of 
major  computing  companies. 

• Custom  application  software  developed  for 
governments. 

ACTC’s  unique  set  of  skills  are  in  definite 
demand  in  the  computing  marketplace.  The 
company’s  growth  has  seen  it  expand  from 
being  a custom  software  engineering  com- 
pany for  operating  systems  hardware,  to  be- 
ing a majorcentreforconversion  and  migration 
to  UNIX  based  systems.  In  1991,  ACTC  Tech- 
nologies Inc.  enjoyed  revenues  of  approxi- 
mately $5  million.  “From  an  original  staff  of 
five  in  1 983,  our  workforce  has  grown  to  over 
65  persons  — two  thirds  of  whom  are  em- 
ployed as  software  development  engineers, 
technical  advisors  or  project  administrators,” 
explains  company  president  and  CEO,  Dr. 
Ron  George. 

Initially  established  as  a department  of  the 
University  of  Calgary,  ACTC  is  now  a privately 
held  company  owned  by:  University  Tech- 
nologies International  Inc.  (a  wholly  owned 
technology  transfer  subsidiary  of  the  Univer- 


sity of  Calgary),  Bull  FIN  Inc.,  Motorola  G.E.G, 
and  the  management  of  ACTC  Technologies 
Inc.  The  company’s  strong  academic  roots 
continue  to  provide  direct  access  to  the  talent 
and  expertise  graduating  from  all  major  Cana- 
dian universities. 

A key  factor  in  ACTC’s  success  has  been  their 
specially  designed  project  methodology.  Us- 
ing this  technique,  ACTC’s  projects  have  been 
consistently  on  time  and  on  budget.  This  was 
one  reason  ACTC  was  able  to  establish  mu- 
tually beneficial  strategic  alliances  with  Bull 
HN  in-migration  assistance  and,  most  re- 
cently, with  Motorola  Inc.  in  government  soft- 
ware development.  The  Motorola  project 
resulted  in  a $10  million  defense  industry 
contract  to  develop  a secure  voice  and  data 
radio  communications  system  for  the  Cana- 
dian Armed  forces.

Alberta  Oil  Sands 
Technology  and  Research 
Authority  (AOSTRA) 

The  China  National  Petroleum  Corpo- 
ration (CNPC)  has  joined  the  group  of 
partners  participating  in  the  Alberta  Oil 
Sands  Technology  and  Research  Au- 
thority (AOSTRA)  Underground  Test 
Facility  (UTF). 

According  to  the  agreement,  finalized 
in  May  1992  in  China,  CNPC  will  in- 
vest $6.5  million  in  the  UTF  project 
over  the  next  several  years.  In  return, 
CNPC  will  gain  access  to  new  technolo- 
gies as  discoveries  are  made  and  the 
right  to  use  technical  information  previ- 
ously developed  in  the  UTF  phase. 
CNPC  is  establishing  an  office  in  Cal- 
gary. 

Alberta  Research  Council 

On  April  30,  1992,  the  Alberta  Re- 
search Council  (ARC)  announced  the 
signing  of  a $10  million  research  and 
development  contract  with  Glycomed 
Incorporated,  a California-based  bio- 
technology firm. 

The  strategic  partnership  will  acceler- 
ate the  development  of  the  carbohy- 
drate research  of  Chembiomed  Ltd. 
which  was  transferred  to  the  ARC  by 
the  Alberta  government  in  November 
1991.  The  research  program  is  aimed  at 
discovering  and  developing  inhibitors 
of  inflammatory  and  immune  diseases 
such  as  arthritis  and  cancer. 


The  agreement  provides  for  investment 
in  the  carbohydrate  biotechnology  re- 
search program  in  return  for  marketing 
rights  to  resulting  commercial  prod- 
ucts. The  U.S.  company  will  also  return 
a significant  royalty  on  worldwide  sales 
of  any  compounds  which  are  eventu- 
ally marketed.  This  agreement  is  in  line 
with  the  goals  set  by  the  ARC  in  1 99 1 to 
strengthen  the  business  aspect  of  its 
scientific  and  technological  efforts  and 
to  bring  better  returns  for  its  invest- 
ments. 

Allied  Van  Lines  Ltd. 

Canada’ s biggest  group  of  moving  com- 
panies has  relocated  its  corporate  head- 
quarters to  Edmonton.  Allied  opened 
its  new  offices  on  May  16  in  northwest 
Edmonton.  The  move  caps  an  1 8 month 
acquisition  drive  by  the  United  King- 
dom moving  giant  NEC  pic. 

Almost  two  years  ago,  NEC  bought 
Edmonton-based  Western  Cartage  and 
Storage.  Then,  in  Eebruary  1992,  NEC 
launched  a successful  takeover  bid  for 
Allied  and  decided  to  combine  Allied’s 
Toronto’ s headquarters  with  Western’ s 
Edmonton  base,  to  create  the  control 
centre  for  NEC’ s new  Canadian  subsid- 
iary. 

Allied  president  Mr.  Tony  Quinn  ex- 
plains his  company’s  decision  to  move 
to  the  province:  “The  quality  and  skills 
were  in  abundance  in  Edmonton.  And 
Alberta  is  more  business  friendly  than 
Ontario.” 


The  Allied  group  of  eompanies  em- 
ploys over  400  people  in  Canada,  Mr. 
Quinn  estimated,  providing  the  com- 
munications hub  and  quality  control  for 
about  260  agent  moving  firms  working 
under  the  Allied  umbrella. 

Canadian  Occidental 
Petroleum  Ltd. 

On  July  22,  1992,  Canadian  Occidental 
Petroleum  Ltd.’s  (Canadian  Oxy)  so- 
dium chlorate  plant  officially  opened 
northeast  of  Edmonton.  Yet  it  was  actu- 
ally last  August  that  the  first  hopper  car 
full  of  product  left  the  plant. 

Since  then,  the  plant  has  essentially  met 
projections  for  a full  year’s  production 
of  the  bleaching  agent  used  in  the  pulp 
and  paper  industry.  The  $62  million 
plant,  which  is  engineered  to  produce 
50,000  tonnes  per  year,  currently  has  3 1 
full  time  employees. 

Of  the  three  sodium  chlorate  plants  in 
Alberta,  Canadian  Oxy  now  ships  to 
northwestern  Alberta,  British  Colum- 
bia and  the  southeastern  United  States. 

Southern 

Telecommincations  Ltd. 

A small  Edmonton  manufacturer. 
Southern  Telecommunications  Ltd.,  has 
invented  a telephone  that  displays  a 
caller’s  name  along  with  the  number. 
Southern  is  selling  its  product  to  a large 
American  network. 

In  late  May  1992,  U.S.  West,  which 
dominates  the  American  midwest  mar- 
ket with  10  million  subscribers  in  14 
states,  signed  a deal  with  Southern  to 
supply  telephones.  Meanwhile,  South- 


ern supplies  Quebec  Telephone,  Nedco 
Distributors,  and  American  Express. 

The  company  was  started  eight  years 
ago  when  the  founder  realized  the  po- 
tential for  a phone  that  receives  two 
lines  in  a single  set  — suitable  for  those 
with  a business  and  a personal  line  at 
home.  Southern  also  manufactures  one 
and  three  line  telephones  without  call 
display. 

Superwood  Western  Ltd. 

Superwood  Lumber  is  the  result  of  a 
technology,  which  combines  mixed 
plastic  waste  from  consumer  and  indus- 
trial sources  to  produce  plastic  lumber. 
It  replaces  wood  in  a variety  of  useful 
applications,  such  as  fence  posts  and 
parking  curbs. 

Superwood  Western  Ltd.,  of  Edmon- 
ton, is  among  the  first  companies  to 
bring  Superwood  Technology  to  North 
America.  The  plant  has  been  operating 
since  December  1990;  the  unique  ele- 
ment of  Superwood’s  process  is  that  it 
accepts  almost  any  type  of  waste  plastic 
in  an  unclean  and  mixed  form.  At  full 
capacity,  the  plant  operating  in  Edmon- 
ton processes  over  3200  tonnes  of  mixed 
plastic  waste  per  year. 

S u pe  r wood  i s an  e n V i ro  n mentally  s m art 
alternative  to  wood  because  it  saves 
trees  while  diverting  large  amounts  of 
waste  plastic  from  landfills. 

Syncrude  Canada  Ltd. 

Syncrude  Canada  Ltd.  is  using  its  first 
ever  annual  report  to  highlight  the  fact 
that  it  achieved  record  production  last 
year  and  again  in  the  first  quarter  of 


1 992.  Syncrude’ s huge  oil  sands  opera- 
tions in  northeast  Alberta,  near  Fort 
McMurray,  produced  60.3  million  bar- 
rels of  synthetic  crude  last  year,  5.6  per 
cent  more  than  the  57  million  barrels  in 
1991. 

Syncrude’ s annual  report  also  notes  that 
Syncrude  has  kept  reducing  its  operat- 
ing costs  — to  $16.48  per  barrel  this 
year  from  $17.41  in  1990.  Though  the 
plant’ s after-tax  return  on  capital  slipped 
to  6.1  percentfrom9. 1 percent  in  1990, 
that  rate  was  three  times  better  than  the 
oil  and  gas  industry  achieved  as  a whole. 

Syncrude  is  a private  company  — its 
owners  include  Imperial  Oil  Ltd.  (25 
per  cent),  the  Alberta  Government 
( 1 6.4),  Petro  Canada  ( 1 2 per  cent).  Pan 
Canadian  Petroleum  (10),  Amoco 
Canada  Petroleum  Ltd.  (5)  and 
Mitsubishi  Oil  Ltd.  (5).  Its  decision  to 
issue  an  annual  report  reflects  the 
company’s  wish  to  have  a higher  pro- 
file with  the  public  and  with  potential 
investors.  Syncrude  also  wants  to  pro- 
mote the  fact  that  tar-like  sands  com- 
prise 1 1 per  cent  of  Canada’s  total  oil 
production. 

Trimac 

Transportation  System 

In  May,  Trimac  Transportation  System 
announced  its  signing  of  a five-year, 
$50  million  contract  with  Rohm  and 
Haas,  a major  international  chemical 
manufacturer  based  in  Philadelphia. 

The  contract  is  an  extension  of  two 
decades  of  business.  It  involves  the 
construction  of  truck  terminals  at  plants 
in  Pennsylvania  and  California.  In  a 
unique  partnership  arrangement,  Trimac 


will  construct  and  operate  the  termi- 
nals, complete  with  truck  and  vehicle 
maintenance  facilities. 

Trimac  Transportation,  the  largest  divi- 
sion of  Calgary-based  Trimac  Ltd.,  con- 
tributed $29 1 million  of  the  $450  million 
in  revenue  posted  by  the  parent  in  1 99 1 . 
Trimac  Transportation  is  the  largest 
bulk  transportation  company  in  North 
America. 
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A.S.N./SCCAcompliantand  a U.S.  patent 
is  pending.  A comprehensive  market  re= 
search  study,  conducted  in  1 991 , demon- 
strated a market  exists  for  this  moderately 
priced,  technically  superior  race  car  aimed 
at  the  growing  class  of  recreational  race 
car  drivers,  as  it  is  a very  close  fit  with  the 
informed  racers  “dream  car.”  Equity  of 
$1 50,000  is  needed  to  expand  production 
and  undertake  a marketing  program. 


Multi-Purpose 
Industrial  ATV 


This  Calgary  company  was  formed  in 
1990  to  design  and  manufacture  small, 
environmentally  friendly,  industrial  all  ter- 
rain vehicles.  The  units  are  compact,  pow- 
ered by  a powerful  diesel  engine  and 
have  a six  wheel  hydrostatic  drive  to 
minimize  ground  pressure.  Increased 
environmental  concern  has  caused  for- 
estry departments  to  restrict  access  to  a 
maximum  two  meter  cuts,  from  eight 
metres  and  conventional  vehicles  can  not 
meet  this  new  criteria.  A director  of  the 
company  has  built  up  an  extensive  net- 
work of  potential  clients  over  the  last  six 
years,  as  he  has  owned  and  operated  a 
seismic  service  company  dealing  with 
land  permitting,  survey  and  line  construc- 
tion, and  the  owner  has  been  a supervisor 
for  a major  oil  and  gas  company  for  the 
past  seven  years.  Sales  for  1992  are 
projected  to  be  $2.6  million  with  net  profits 
of  $630,000.

Cus- 
tomers to  date  include,  Boeing 
(Westinghouse/Hanford),  the  State  of 
California  Transportation  Department, 
Jacksonville,  Florida  Sheriffs  Department, 
National  Power  in  Chicago  and  France, 
Canadian  Mountain  Holidays  and  Moco 
Canada.  Equity  of  $500,000  is  required 
for  expansion. 
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Portable  Wheelchair  Lift 


This  Edmonton  company,  incorporated  in 
1 991 , commenced  operations  in  1 988  to 
manufacture  and  distribute  a portable 
wheelchair  lift.  The  electrically  powered 
lift,  which  weighs  only  40  pounds,  can 
support  up  to  500  pounds,  raise  to  a 
maximum  of  one  foot  above  ground  posi- 
tion, rotate  360  degrees  and  tilt  up  to  45 
degrees.  The  “Lift”  works  equally  well  in 
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the  home  or  workplace  and  has  two  small 
wheels  for  easy  maneuverability  and  stor- 
age. The  company  requires  equity  of 
$500,000  for  manufacturing  and  market- 
ing. 


Portable  Golf 
Driving  Range 


This  Edmonton  company,  incorporated  in 
1988,  has  been  manufacturing  “Portable 
Electronic  Golf  Simulators”  since  1987. 
The  patented  simulator  utilizes  a captive 
ball  that  when  hit,  pivots  down  onto  a 
sensor  and  pops  back  up  ready  for  the 
next  swing.  An  electronic  display  indi- 
cates distance  and  direction  of  ball  travel. 
The  simulators  are  fully  portable.  Thirty 
commercial  coin  operated  units  have  been 
sold  and  a compact  plastic  consumer 
model  has  been  developed  for  home  use. 
Mold  fabrication  and  marketing  is  under- 
way with  the  U.S.,  Japan  and  Korea. 
Equity  of  $500,000  is  required  to  com- 
plete fabrication  and  marketing. 


Safety  Services 
and  Products 


This  Calgary  company,  founded  in  1 986, 
provides  a full  line  of  hands-on  safety 
training  as  well  as  consulting  services 
and  sales  of  safety  related  merchandise. 
It  offers  a complete  line  of  classroom 
instruction  in  a variety  of  safety  related 
areas,  such  as  the  management  of  haz- 
ardous material  and  the  prevention  of 
hydrogen  sulphide  related  injuries.  The 
company  has  the  number  one  market 
share  in  safety  rescue  training  in  Canada 
and  a substantial  portion  of  its  clients  are 
repeat  business,  the  result  of  well  devel- 
oped, longterm  relationships.  Revenues 
of  $1,993,000  are  projected  for  1993. 
Equity  of  $256,000  is  being  sought  and 
minimum  investments  of  $100,000  will  be 
considered. 
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Educational  Toy 
Manufacturer 


This  company,  incorporated  in  1988,  has 
been  producing  high  quality  educational 
toys  in  the  Edmonton  area  since  1983. 
Last  year  it  sold  60,000  toys  and  73 
percent  of  those  sales  were  in  the  U.S. 
The  company  also  uses  its  excess  auto- 
mated powder  coat  painting  capacity  to 
generate  an  additional  $1 0,000  to  $1 5,000 
in  revenues  per  month.  Current  sales  are 
$1 .5  million  which  the  company  projects 
can  be  increased  to  $3.3  million  by  enter- 
ing the  European  market.  Equity  of 
$250,000  is  required  to  develop  these 
markets.

Tourism  Attraction 


A partnership  of  local  business  people 
propose  to  restore  the  Lake  Louise  rail- 
way station,  a designated  historical  site 
and  to  promote  the  facility  as  a national/ 
international  tourism  attraction.  The  sta- 
tion would  be  restored  to  its  original  ap- 
pearance and  a restaurant,  dining  room, 
gift  shop,  passenger  service  facility  and 
interpretive  station  garden  would  be  de- 
veloped.

The 
Salad  Gold  line  has  been  successfully 
launched  in  Canada  Safeway  across 
Western  Canada.  A new  product  called 
Wheat  Crunch  has  been  extensively  test 
marketed  and  results,  as  well  as  prelimi- 
nary sales,  show  a strong  demand  for  this 
nutritious  lunch  box  snack.  A.C.  Nielsen 
estimates  the  market  in  British  Columbia 
and  Alberta  alone  to  be  $25.2  million 
annually.

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This  Calgary  company,  founded  in  1 982, 
has  recently  invented  and  developed  an 
automatic  stress  analyzer  commercially 
known  as  LASTRAN.  LASTRAN  mea- 
sures stress  in  different  materials  and 
structures  using  laser  technology  and 
photoelastic  effect  in  such  industries  as 
airplanes,  pipelines,  automobiles,  bridges, 
etc.  Demand  for  stress  analysis  services 
exceeded  $12  billion  in  the  U.S.  in  1990 
and  is  accelerating  at  a growth  rate  of  14 
percent  per  year.  One  U.S.  firm  had  sales 
of  $59  million  in  1987.  Start-up  costs  to 
manufacture  the  product  require  capital 
of  $370,000.  It  is  expected  that  $1 85,000 
will  be  provided  by  government  grants 
and  interest  free  loans,  $65,000  will  come 
from  conventional  loans  and  the  balance 
of  $1 20,000  from  the  private  placement  of 
shares. 


Non-Metallic  Gasket 
Manufacturing 


This  Edmonton  company,  incorporated  in 
1989,  manufactures  all  types  of  non-me- 
tallic  gaskets  for  the  oil  and  petrochemi- 
cal industry,  using  in-house  steel  rule 
diemaking  capabilities.  Until  now  there 
has  not  been  a Western  Canadian  manu- 
facturer of  replacement  gaskets  for  the 
80,000  registered  pressure  vessels  in 
Alberta  and  obtaining  new  gaskets  was  a 
time  consuming  and  costly  process.  The 
company  has  recently  installed  a large 
steel  rule  die  press  and  have  tooled  up 
with  24  die  boards  for  many  of  the  stan- 
dard manway  and  flange  gasket  designs 
used  in  the  industry.  An  equity  investment 
of  $100,000  is  required  to  manufacture 


additional  die  boards,  purchase  of  CAD/ 
CAM  shop  equipment  (with  computer  and 
software)  and  for  working  capital. 
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Women’s  Fashions  — 
Design  and  Manufacturing 


This  Edmonton  company,  incorporated  in 
1991,  will  design,  manufacture  and  dis- 
tribute a unique  line  of  ladies  fashions 
targeted  at  the  middle  income  group. 
Marketing  will  be  done  through  an  al- 
ready established  direct  marketing  orga- 
nization, recruited  and  trained  by  one  of 
the  company’s  principals.  Equity  of 
$200,000  is  required  for  start-up  and  ex- 
pansion into  Ontario  and  Quebec  which 
will  complete  the  coast  to  coast  Canadian 
marketing  system. 
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Safety  Floor  Treatment 


Incorporated  in  1 990,  this  Edmonton  com- 
pany manufactures,  distributes  and  ser- 
vices a full  line  of  chemical,  safety, 
washware,  maintenance,  and  laundry 
products.  The  main  product  is  a chemical 
safety  floor  treatment,  which  is  formu- 
lated to  react  on  all  tile  and  concrete 
surfaces  and  will  reduce  slipping  acci- 
dents up  to  70  percent.  In  order  to  expand 
marketing  beyond  the  four  western  prov- 
inces, the  company  requires  equity  of 
$100,000. 
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Laser  Gun 

Computerized  Game 


This  company,  federally  incorporated  in 
1 991  and  located  west  of  Edmonton,  has 
developed  a unique  computerized  sports 
game,  utilizing  a laser  gun  format.  The 
system  is  designed  for  multiple-players, 
each  with  a laser  gun  and  detector.  A long 
range  remote,  central  computer  keeps

This  Calgary  based  company,  incorpo- 
rated in  1 980,  manufactures  storage  units 
for  audio  and  visual  products.  Its  product 
series  include  storage  racks  for  compact 
discs,  cassette  tapes,  video  cassettes 
and  remote  control  holders  in  a variety  of 
sizes,  styles  and  finishes.  Moreover,  in 
off-peak  periods,  bookshelves,  speaker 
cases,  filing  cabinets,  wine  racks  and 
magazine  racks  are  produced.  Major  cus- 
tomers include  Radio  Shack,  Eaton’s,  the 
Bay,  and  Canadian  Tire,  and  significant 
inroads  into  U.S.  and  European  markets 
have  been  made.  Current  sales  exceed 
$5  million  and  in  spite  of  a shortage  of 
working  capital,  the  company  success- 
fully turned  a $222,000  loss  in  1 990  into  a 
profit  of  $113,200  for  1991.  Equity  of
